Priority

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-22 are allowed over prior arts. 

4. The following is an Examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

With regards to claims 1, 17, and 19, the prior arts of record fail to anticipate and/or 
render obvious, either solely or in combination, a photo radiation intensity directional sensor or a 
photo radiation directional intensity sensor calibration method comprising, among other 
features/steps, at least a first and second sensing element placed at a first side of a printed circuit 
board, where the first and second sensing elements are separated by a first flange serving as a 
shading element, at least a third sensing element sensitive to radiation placed at a second side of 
the printed circuit board, and where the printed circuit board is arranged in such a way that it 
function as a shading element between the areas on its first and second side where the sensing 
elements are mounted. 

Claims 17-21 are further allowed for similar reasons as set forth in Office action mailed 
02 April 2007. 
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Claims 2-16 and 22 are allowed at least by virtue of their dependency upon an allowable 
base claim.
